We heard an old familiar song 
the other day. “Just a little street 
where old friends meet.” So we 
looked it up to see how old it 
was. 

People were singing that back 
in 1938 when money was as 
searce as a first rate TV movie.

Those were the days when 
both the Boyne City and East 
Jordan railroad systems were 
having difficulty because the 
hauling of lumber was a thing 
of the past. 


In January, 1933 the East Jor-_ 


dan and Southern Railroad made 
certain proposals to abandon its 
line; or to operate as far as 
Mable and cut off the 12 miles 
on to Bellaire. (Mable is a com- 
munity of which we lack all kinds 
of knowledge.) 

The railroad company conten- 
ded that with the exhaustion of 
the timber supply in 1928 freight 
shipments were reduced to a 
point where the road was opera- 
ting at a loss. And in 1933, they 
were not alone. 


Many others, including yours 
truly who. was operating as a 
single unincorporated individual, 
were functioning at a loss, also. 


However, it now is 1955. And 
if you will go out and walk down 
the street you'll note that the 
EJ&S is still operating a railroad 
between East Jordan. and Bel- 
laire. Like many of us, they pull- 
ed through. 

At that time maintenance 
costs for the railroad were $600 
per month: And in 1933 that fi- 
gure was something you went to 
bed and dreamed about. The rail- 


yvoad vepresented an investment ° 


of $274,397.00 back then.

Along about that time one 
heard about the BCG&A, also. 
Boyne City-Gaylord-and Alpena 


‘Railroad was in trouble. 


And it wasn’t until January 11, 
1985, two years later that the 
Jate Judge Parm C. Gilbert an- 
avounced receivership sale of said 
railroad. 

The road was sold to a group 
of bond holders with the idea 
they would continue to operate 
the section running between 
‘Boyne City and Boyne Falls. At 
that time the tracks ran through 
to Alpena and had not been used 
for several years. The idea was 
to rip up the tracks from Boyne 
Falls to Alpena. 


The new purchasers assumed 
responsibility for a bonded in- 
debtedness of $800,000. 


Tf you'll step over to Boyne 
City vou’ll note that the railroad 


is operating between that city 


and Boyne Falls. 

And so both railroads, which 
long served this section of nor- 
thern Michigan, are still in op- 

eration, having come through the 
great depression; perhaps bloody 
but unbowed. 
me * ™ 

That song: “It’s just a little 
street where old friends meet” 
did not, however, come through 
the depression.

Washington, D. C. on June 15, 
1935 and walked out of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s office - with 
fourth place in the nation. She’d 
written an essay on Better Hous- 
ing.

World Day 
Of Prayer, 
February 25 


Rev. Lloyd Schloop of the 
Charlevoix Methodist Church will

A committee of women from. 
the churches of East Jordan are 
working together to plan the 
services under the chairmanship 
of Mrs, Richard McKinnon. 


This regular annual observ- 
ance began in 1887 when Presby- 
terian women in the United 
States designated a day to pray 
for home missions. In the early 
nineties Baptist women appoint- 
ed a day for united prayer for 
foreign missions. In 1919 they 
came together with groups from 
many other churches and in 1920 
the women of Canada joined 
them. 

At that time the first Friday 
in Lent was chosen as the day of 
prayer for missions, home and 
foreign. In 1927 at the request 
of friends in other lands it be- 
came a World Day of Prayer. 

In 1942 the planning, printing 
and promotion of the program 
became the task of a committee 
of the United Council of Church 
Women, now the general depart- 
ment of the United Church Wo- 
men of the National Council of 
Churches. 


East Jordan Civic Building 
Michigan’s Last WPA Project. 


Michigan’s last federally con- 
structed WPA sponsored build- 
ing, a “white elephant” for the 
past 13 years, has finally been 
put to civie use. 


East Jordan’s huge community 
building, idle since 1942, now 
houses the only indoor ice skat- 
ing rink in this section of north- 
ern Michigan. 


Two projects, both sponsored 

by the East Jordan Rotary Club, 
were the only successful efforts 
advanced to put the building to 
community use. 
. (Covering more than 15,000 
square feet, the building was. en- 
closed in 1942 and left idle since 
the war effort prevented pur- 
chase of additional materials. 


* * * 

A FRONT PORTION of ‘the 
building facing Main street has 
for several years housed the 
East Jordan post office and an 
information room, but the great- 
er part of the structure, not vis- 
able from the street, has remain- 
ed empty. : 


The interior contains room for 
a basketball floor, a bowling al- 
ley, bleachers, baleony, furnace 
room and one other room. 


The recreation floor was nev- 
er completed, having only wood 
ribs sunk into concrete. 


When the building was start- 
ed by WPA, residents of East 
Jordan approved a $6,000 bond 
issue to raise funds for its final 
interior completion. 

The bonds were never cashed, 
however, since the war came 
and it was impossible to pur- 
chase materials. 

With the closing of all Michi- 
gan WPA projects, city officials 
in 1942 feared the building 
would be left without being en- 
closed. | 

* * * 

CLARENCE HEALEY, East 
Jordan’s mayor at that time, 
made two trips to Lansing re- 
questing that the federal pro- 
ject be extended until the build- 
ing could be enclosed. 


. Work of enclosing the build- 
ing was done after all other 


WPA projects in the state had- 


ended. 


The local . Rotary club for a 
while sponsored community act- 
ivity in the portion now used by 
the post office, 


A few weeks ago the club 
sponsored an indoor skating rink 
in the rear of the structure in 
cooperation with the city coun- 
cil. 


The ice rink, which gained ra- 
pid fame and interest, is the only 
successfully sponsored project 
designed to make use of the long 
idled structure. 

Several ideas have been ad- 
vanced pertaining to use of the 
building such as a place for a 
small industry, independent in- 
door sports etc. But many resi- 
dents have felt the building 
should be finished and used for 
the purpose for which it was or- 
iginally constructed — a civic 
community building.

According to the “Eastern Fruit Grower,” a magazine published 
at Boyce, Virginia, a large apple grower could fail even on one year’s 
short crop. With present day high labor costs and all operating costs 
a grower could make fair money on a good crop year. But on a low 
crop year the expenses would: equal the value of the farm. 

A real drought year may completely ruin an orchard. Irrigated or- 
‘chards that had a medium amount of water produced a better qua- 
lity of apples than those that had a heavy supply or not any. 

It is hard to realize just what a nice spot we have here for growing 
all fruits. Sweet cherries in the west have a great many diseases that 
we do not have. Montmorency can not be grown commercially out 
there. Our fruit belt here is sure tovexpand and prosper. 

I eall our fruit belt by location starting at the South border, high- 
way 72 and extending north to and around Lake Charlevoix. I’ve 
had extensive travel in many sections and states working for large 
fruit companies. We can grow better quality and also a larger var- 
iety of more kinds of fruit. Such as peaches, pears, apricots, prune 
plums, quince, crab apple, sweet and tart cherries and many varie-

Plan Now For 
Living Fence 


Now is the time to plan for a 
living snow fence and windbreak 
on the farm, advises Ed Rebman, 
Charlevoix county agricultural 
agent. 

A short trip over Charlevoix 
county’s countryside, he points 
out, can tell how badly trees are 
needed for that purpose. 

Robert E. Dils, a Michigan 
State College forester, says the 
snowbreak is needed mostly in 
these areas: In narrow valleys 
where snow piles up on the road, 
on-exposed side hills, for protec- 
‘tion of road cuts and on level, 
open country where wind has a 
long sweep. — 

A living snow fence has many 
advantages, according to Dils, 
and farmers can afford to plant 
one for their own convenience 
as well as the public. 

A snowbreak will reduce. the 
cost of snow removal by about} 
one-third, according to the for- 
ester. It will save the cost of 
snow fences, it may serve as a 
shelterbelt and it provides cover 
for birds and game. 

That’s in addition to the beau- 
ty it gives to a roadside and to 
the farm, Dils, adds. 

Informatoin on Windbreaks, 
shelterbelts and snowbreaks may 
be obtained at the county Exten- 
sion office at Boyne City. Or you 
ean write to the Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service at Michigan 
State College. Ask for Extension 
Folder F-118. :
